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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The final rejection is maintained for the reasons set forth in the last office action. Applicant argues that the 
cited references Berry et al. (USPN 6256030) and Brozowski et al. (USPN 6559871 ) do not teach inheritance of key lists between child 
graphical elements and their respective parent graphical elements. However, Brozowski teaches that data is automatically loaded, such 
data including child objects of parent object.(col. 14, lines 48-53) In addition, according to Brozowski, the tree navigator graphical user 
interface may initiate requests to load some or all data relating to the child objects when the parent object is requested or loaded (col. 15,
